HOOVER LEADS IN 31 
OF 47 COLLEGE POLLS 


11 for Roosevelt, 5 for Thomas 
Who Also Is Second to Pres- 
ident in 11 Others.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 28. — 
President Hoover received an over- 
whelming majority over Gov. 
Roosevelt and Norman Thomas in 
a presidential straw vote conducted 
in 47 colleges and universities 
throughout the United States by 
the “Daily Princetonian,’ Prince- 
ton undergraduate publication. Out 
of a total of 58,686 votes cast, 
Hoover received 29,289; Roosevelt 
18,212 and Thomas 10,470. William 
Z. Foster, Communist candidate, re- 
ceived 715 votes. 

Hoover led Roosevelt in every in- 
stitution outside of the South, With 
one exception. New York Univer- 
sity returned a margin of 100 votes 
for Gov. Roosevelt over the Presi- 
dent, with 768 votes to 668. 

Among the 31 universities at 
which Hoover was given the lead, 
11 gave second place to Thomas 
over Roosevelt. The results of the 
poll follow:

TELLS EMPLOYES TO VOTE - 
AS CONSCIENCE DICTATES 


Detroit Foundry Owner Says Amer- 
ica Will Go On, Regardless 
of Election Result.

polled, the Literary Digest’s straw 
presidential poll continues as a 
landslide for Gov. Roosevelt, who 
holds the lead in the figures from 
41 states, while President Hoover 
is ahead in the six New England 
states and New Jersey. The final 
figures will be published next week. 

Roosevelt’s share of the total 
shown this week is 1,648,237, or 
56.19 per cent, a fraction of 1 per 
cent less than his showing last 
week. Hoover has 1,095,274, or 
37.33 per cent, a fractional gain as 
compared with last week. Norman 
Thomas, Socialist, has 141,992, or 
4.84 per cent, a slight decrease in 
percentage, while minor candidates 
have 48,097, or 1.64 per cent, a 
shade below that of last week. The 
states showing a lead for Roose- 
velt have 474 electoral votes, those 
favoring Hoover have 67. 

The New York vote is closer than 
last week, Roosevelt having 46.2 
per cent, Hoover 43.7, and the less- 
er candidates the remainder. In 
the Missouri poll, Roosevelt holds 
62.4 per cent and Hoover 34 per 
cent. The smal] vote of Delaware 


8 Pct. of 1928 Vote Polled So Far. 
_ The total vote cast in the poll is 


of thé aétual popular vote cast for 
President in 1928, which was > 36)- 
723,622. The New York vote now 
shown is 8 per cent of that State’s 
actual vote in 1928. For Missouri, 
a little more than 7 per cent of its 
actual vote of 1928 has been polled 
thus far. 

If the 8 per cent straw poll is an 
accurate index of the nation-wide 
popular vote of Nov. 8, and if 
Roosevelt should receive in the 
actual vote the 56 per cent which 
he has in the straw poll, Hoover 
receiving 371-3 per cent, the 1932 
popular vote, on the basis of that 
cast in 1928, would be: Roosevelt, 
20,500,000; Hoover, 13,700,000. This 
would be almost a reversal of the 
1928 popular vote, when Hoover 
got 21,400,000 and Smith 135,- 
000,000. Minor candidates, with 
6.5 per cent, would have 2,400,- 
000, a great increase over their 
1928 showing. 

To bring the illustration nearer 
home, if Roosevelt and Hoover 
should get, in the Missouri vote of 
Nov. 8, the percentages shown by 
the straw vote at its present state, 
and if the total vote cast in Mis- 
souri were the same as in 1928, 
the vote of the major candidates, 
in round figures, would be: Roose- 
velf, 936,000; Hoover, 570,000; or 
a plurality of 366,000 for Roose- 
velt. This is a much larger lead 
than is claimed for Roosevelt by 
the most enthusiastic of his Mis- 
souri supporters. It would be more 
than twice Hoover’s 1928 lead, 
which was 171,500. 

Increased Presidential Poll. 

The vote thus far polled exceeds 
the total in the Digest’s straw vote 
of 1928, which was 2,767,263. The 
Digest sent out 19,000,000 ballots 
in 1928, and 20,000,000 this year. 
The final return this year, it now 
appears, will be about 16 per cent 
seme ballots sent out, or 3, 200,- 

The indicated large shift of for- 
mer Republican voters to Roose- 
velt continues to be an interesting 
feature of the poll. Of those 
shown as having voted for Hoover 
in 3928, 40.9 per cent are now for 
Roosevelt, while of those voting 


are. now for Hoover: Of the new 


‘| voters, who are 14.1 per cent of 


the whole, 62.6 per cent are /for 
Roosevelt.

PARTIES REPORT GiFTS 
IN SENATORIAL RACES 


G. O. P. Has Spent $37,500 to 
‘ Oct. 26; Democrats 
$32,225. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. . 28.—The 
Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee today reported to the 
House of Representatives receipts 
of $37,518 and disbursements of 
$36,801 from Sept. 6 to Oct. 26. 

The major contributions were 
from William Nelson Cromwell and 
associates, New York, $5000; F. E. 
Wright, Hot Springs, Va., $5000; 
Chatles Hayden, New York, $5000; 
E. T. Stotesbury, Philadelphia, 
$2500, and James M. Wells and as- 
sociates in the potteries industry, 
$1500. 

The largest expenditures for can- 
didates during that. period was 
$5000 each for Senators Watson, 
Indiana; Moses, New Hampshire; 
Smoot, Utah; Jones,. Washington, 
and John B. Chapple, nominee in 
Wisconsin. 

The Democratic Senatorial Cam- 
paign Committee reported $32,000 
received and $32,225 expended, and 
noted that the last statement had 
shown a balance of $1442. 

Democratic contributions listed 
were from B. M. Baruch, New 
York, $15,000; M. L. Schwartz, 
New York, $10,000; Democratic 
National Committee, $7000, 

Advances to help Senatorial can- 
didates of the party showed $1000 
each to those in Vermont, Con- 
necticut, Iowa, Oklahoma, Mis- 
souri, Ohio, Oregon, Nevada, 
Washington, Wisconsin, Idaho and 
Illinois. The Senatorial candidates 
in Kentucky, California and New 
Hampshire each received. $1500, 
while those in Arizona, Kansas and 
Utah received $2000 and in Colo- 
rado $2500. 

The largest contribution to any 
Senatorial candidate was in Mary- 
land where the Democratic com- 
mittee contributed $3000. 

It also reported it had turned 
over to W. W. Howes, Western Re- 
gional Director, $2000. 

The national prohibition board 
of strategy reported that from Sept. 
1 to Oct. 25, it received $105 and 
spent $1188.

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$18,722 OF ESTATE'S 
ASSETS UNLOGATED 


So Claim for That Amount Is 
Allowed Against Admin- 
istrator’s Estate. 


A claim for $18,722 against the 
estate of William H. O’Brien was 
allowed by Probate Judge Stahl- 
huth at Clayton today when 
O’Brien’s successor as administra- 
tor of a $22,000 estate reported he 
could find only $3920 of its assets. 

Immediately after Judge Stahl- 
huth’s decision the claim was paid 
by the United Sates Fidelity & 
Guaranty Co., which executed the 
$20,000 bond posted by O’ Brien as 
administrator. 

The estate was that of Miss Mary 
Slowey, niece of the Rev. Eugene 
Coyle, pastor of St. Peter’s Catholic 
Church in Kirkwood, and his 
housekeeper. She died in March, 
1931, leaving no will, and at Father 
Coyle’s request O’Brien, an attor- 
ney, was appointed administrator. 

O’Brien, who lived in Kirkwood, 
was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent last July, and John F. 
lespie was named to succeed him 
as administrator of the Slovey es- 
tate. 

Harry Sherman, representative 
of the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty Co., was named admin- 
istrator of the O’Brien estate. No 
inventory fixing its value has yet 
been filed, 

Gillespie, as O’Brien’s successor, 
today filed a report in which he sét 
out that he had found no evidence 
that. O’Brien had credited himself 
with any. disbursements in behalf 
of the estate from November, 
when he filed his last report, until 
hig death. 

‘O’Brien was known to have had 
several safety deposit boxes, Gil- 
lespie said, and a canvass is to be 


‘made of these to discover wheth- 


er any assets of the Slovey estate 
were kept in them. 

Father Coyle was the only rela- 
tive of Miss Slovey in this country. 


She had a brother and six other 


relatives in England and Scotland.

John Knierim, discharged clerk 
in the City Park Department, who 
confessed the embezzlement of 
$11,724 from the City, was sen- 
tenced to two years in the peniten- 
tiary today by Circuit Judge Oss- 
ing on his plea of guilty of two 
charges of embezzlement, 

Knierim, who is 52 years old and 
lives at 4506 Minnesota avenue, 
was charged specifically with the 
embezzlement of $2448, represent- 
ing park locker receipts for 1931, 
and $972 from various athletic fees. 
He was sentenced to two years on 
each charge, sentences to run con- 


currently. 

Through -his attorney, Rodowe 
H. Abeken, he told the Court of 
hig intention “to make every effort 
to restore the entire amount” at 
the end of his term. Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Woodward stated 
that Knierim, who was indicted 
April 8 last, about two months 
after his confession, would have 
entered his plea sooner, but was 
endeavoring to canvas his friends 
and relatives in a vain effort to 
make restitution. 

At the time of his ariest, Knie- 

rim, who had received a salary of 
$120 a month for three years, ex- 
plained that he took the money 
over a two-year period because he 
had nine members of his family to 
support. 
Besides his wife, his dependents 
include, Knierim said, his mother, 
a daughter, two sons, a daughter- 
in-law and two grandchildren.

Dynamite bombs and fire 
wrecked the Justin T. Flint Laun- 
dry, 4228-30 Finney avenue, last 
night, causing damage estimated 
by Fire Chief de Voto at $35,000. 

The plant was fully covered by 
insurance, according. to Justin T. 
Flint, 16 Beverly place, head of the 


estimate was low. 
Flint said he knew of no motive 
for the bombing. He did recall, 


jhowever, that several weeks ago @ 
|man presented a proposition for 
unionizing his employes. Flint said 
he remarked: “I’m not interest- 
ed,” and the man replied, “You 
had better be.” Flint did not as- 
sociate this incident with the 
bombing. 

There are no laundry unions in 
St. Louis. Central Trades Union 
officers had not heard of any ef- 
fort to unionize laundries. Recent- 
ly Flint had considered adding a 
dry cleaning department, but had 
not purchased any equipment. 

Large Crowd Watches Fire. 

The explosion of the bombs, be- 
ginning at 11:45 o’clock, was heard 
for a considerable distance, attract- 
ing a large crowd of sightseers. Pa- 
trolman Francis Burke, walking a 
beat on Fairfax avenue, turned in 
an alarm of fire. The first firemen 
on the scene sent in second and 
‘third alarms, bringing 12 engine 
companies and the Salvage Corps 
into action. 

As the fire gained headway 
other explosions occurred, en- 
dangering the lives of firemen, whe 
were attempting to drag hose lines 
into the building. Twelve biasta 
were counted by the fire fighters, 
Each explosion added impetus to 
the fire, which burned fiercely near 
the center of the one-story central 
section of the plant. Interior brick 
walls were blown down, and flames 
shot through a large section of the 
roof. The crash of shattered glass 
added to the din and confusion. 

After more than an hour firemen 
had the blaze in hand. 

Policemen, directed by Detective 
Sergeant James Teeter, head of the 
bombing squad, searched the build- 
ing with the assistance of firemen, 
and found extensive evidence of a 
well-laid plan of destruction. Six 
unexploded bombs were found, one 
on top of a 50-gallon drum of tur- 
pentine, two lying on a strip of 
wrapping paper which had been 
saturated with high test gasoline, 
and the others near a container of 
alcohol.

Thomas Speaks in Philadelphia 
Though Permit Is Refused. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—Nor- 


man Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for President, today was not mo- 
lested by police when he spoke in 
Reyburn Plaza where President 
Hoover is to speak next Monday on 
his way from Washington to New 
York. 

The secretary of the Fairmount 
Park Commission, which has juris- 
diction over the plaza opposite the 
north side of City Hall, had re- 
fused a permit for a Socialist mass 
meeting there for the reason that 
he had no authority to issue one 
for a political meeting. Daniel F. 
Martin, the secretary, explained it 
was against the rules of the com- 
mission for political meetings to be 
held on the plaza. 

However, unofficial word was 
conveyed to the Socialist leaders 
that if they desired to hold a meet- 
ing on the plaza there probably 
would be no interference. Martin 
said he understood that Hoover's 
speech on the plaza next Monday 
would be non-political. 

Crowd Estimated at 2000. 

Police estimated there were 
about 2000 persons gathered in the 
plaza when Thomas mounted the 
band stand at one end of the open 
area and began to speak. 

The Socialist candidate told the 
audience that his speech would be 
a “history lesson” and not a po- 
litical speech. 

“Now pupils,” he said, “let us 
get together and have an under- 
standing. I am not making a po- 
litical speech here and I presume 


that President Hoover when he. 


comes here will not make a politi- 
cal speech. When Hoover comes 
here be sure to keep order, because 
he has been known to call out the 
army, as he did in Washington.” 

“If we were all on the island of 
Robinson Crusoe and suddenly 
woke up to find machinery in our 
midst,” said Thomas, “the present 
administration would grab it up, 
hire a lawyer and make al) the 
profits, But if the Socialists were 
in control they would say, ‘these 
are our tools. Let us all use them 
for our mutual benefit.’ ” 

Thomas discussed William 8. 
Vare, Republican chieftain, saying: 
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“When he went to the Senate the 
rest of the Senate could not keep 
up with the amount he spent to get 
elected, and in the interests of re- 
duction of-campaign expenses, the 
Senat¢ threw him out. 

“Two years ago, Herbert Clark 
Hoover wouldn't even shake hands 
with him. That's history. And 
now he’s going to appear on the 
platform with him at another meet- 
ing.” 

Thomas concluded: 

“Of course, it is only an accident 
that there is an election coming. 
But Herbert Clark Hoover will 
think he has been in an accident 
after it is over.” 

Talking ‘‘Peaceful Revolution.” 
Thomas, in addressing a_ rally 
here last night, said he was frank- 
ly talking ‘“revolution—peaceful 
revolution, planned revolution.” 

If William Penn or Thomas Jef- 
ferson or George Washington had 
temporized as do some “who favor 
Socialism but do not support it 
actively,” said the presidential can- 
didate, “Pennsylvania might still 
be a wilderness or perhaps a loyal 
colony of the British crown in 
which men academically and anem- 
ically discussed the blessings of 
freedom. Certainly there would 
have been no American revolution.”

DIGEST DENIES STORY 
OF SWING TO HOOVER 


No Truth in-~ Report 35,000 
Asked to Change Ballots 
in His Favor. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 238.—William 
Seaver Woods, editor of the Liter- 
ary Digest, in a statement last night 
declared false a report that 35,000 
letters had been received by the 
magazine requesting that votes cast 
in its presidential poll for Roosevelt 
be changed to Hoover. 

“Up to the time the falsehood 
was launched,” said the statement, 
“the Digest had not received a sin- 
gle letter asking that a vote be 
changed.”’ 

Woods’ statement said: 

“An old-fashioned political roor- 
back has come out just in time to 
be nipped before election. It was 
sent out by a well-known New 
York brokerage house to a score of 
branch offices all over the United 
States on Oct 15 and said> ‘We aro 


received over 35,000 letters in the 
last 10 days from people who orig- 
inally voted for Roosevelt on poll 
and now wish the ballots changed 
to Hoover.’ 

“Immediately the Literary Digest 
began to receive messages by mail, 
telegraph and telephone, asking if 
the report was true. Inquirers 
were told it was an outrageous 
falsehood and a sharp ‘phone talk 
with the brokerage house resulted 


‘lfn their sending another telegram 


to their branch offices, saying: ‘We 
regret not consulting Literary Di- 
gest on Saturday before sending 
wire. We did so today and learned 
there was not a word of truth in 
this report.’ , 

“But a week later, a national 

news broadcaster repeated the can- 
ard over thé radio, showing how 
helpless the truth is to overtake a 
lie. Prompt investigation traced 
the broadcaster’s source of news to 
a national party committee head- 
quarters, which shows pretty clear- 
ly the character and motive of this 
unpleasant piece of business. Tele- 
grams of inquiry are still coming in 
évery day. 
“It need scarcely be said that the 
Literary Digest would be more 
anxious than any brokerage house 
or radio broadcaster to tell the 
public of such a fact, if it were 
true, as it is jealous of the accuracy 
of its poll. 

“It only needs to be added that 
up to the time the falsehood was 
launched the Digest had not re- 
ceived a single letter asking that a 
vote be changed.” ,

A roar of approval came when 
Smith discussed the bonus army 
incident at Washington. 

“The . President of the United 
States is the Commander -.of the 
Army and Navy.” he said. “As 
Chief of the United States Army it 
was his business to explain the sit- 
uation of the finances of the coun- 
try wita respect to the claims that 
'they (the bonus army sO 
were making. 

“That was too much for him to 
do. He should have done it. in- 
stead of that they were encouraged 
to remain in Washington until 
santtary conditions became so bad 
they had to be driven away from 
Washington bv the armed forces 
of the United States and the Secre- 
tary of War went out trying to ex- 
plain why it should have been 
dene.” , 

Of his Newark speech Smith 
said: 

“I spoke in Newark last Monday 
night anu there wasa fare-upin ev- 
ery Republican paper in the country 
because I told them something they 
didn't like to hear.” :

REED SAYS FORD CAR 
STRUCK DEMOCRATS 


Missouri Ex-Senator Thus Re- 
fers to Auto Maker’s “Un- 
fair, Surprise Attack.” - 


By the Associated Press. ; 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 28.—For- 
mer Senator James <A. Reed of 
Missouri referred to political activ- 
ities of Henry Ford, the motor car 
manufacturer, and Senator William 
E.° Borah, Republican, independent 
of Idaho, in a Democratic cam- 


paign speech here last night. 

“Candor compels me to admit,” 
he said, “that our prospects. are 
not so bright as they were a few 
days ago. We were making .tre- 
mendous speed when we were sud- 
demly sideswiped by Henry driving 
a model T. It was an unfair and 
| surprise attack. 

. “We all thought Henry was 
somewhere in the British Isles 
building tractors with foreign labar 
to ship to America in .a patriotic 
effort to put out of business 
American factories employing - 
American labor. 

“You will observe that Henry 
and Herbert Hoover are both too 
big for one country. Alike. they 
are citizens of the workd: . Loving 
all nations, kinds and peoples on 
earth, their affection is so spread 
out that itis naturally thin when 
it gets around to the United States.” 

Refers to Borah. 

Referring to Borah, Reed - said 
that he “has not yet endorsed 
Hoover, but he has advised all she 
drys to vote for him.” 

“He gives as his reason,”. Reed 
continued, “that. Alfred Smith 
recently made a speech in ‘which 
he applied the terms ‘fanatics’ and 
‘bigots’ to prohibitionists. Now 1 
do not indorse the . doctrine that 
prohibitionists are fanatics or 
bigots. Some of them are- very 
good people, but some of their lead- 
ers are properly described as fan- 
atics. 

“However, because one man out 
of the 120,000,000 of our popula- 
tion has used terms offensive to 
Senator Borah, he makes that the 
reason for substantially supporting 
Mr. Hoover's candidacy.” ; 

Reed. said President Hoover “‘has 
shown little knowledge of the 
problems of farmers.” 

“Mr. Ho@yer’s high point in a 
recent add ” he said, “‘was that 
there werew,500,000 Mexican cattle 
awaiting a chance to cross the bor- 
der and that they were worth only 
$2.50 a hundred pounds. I presume 
Mr. Hoover never saw a Mexican 
longhorn. It can live on cactus ahd 
outrun a broncho, If delivered at 
the Kansas City market,’it would 
probably not bring $2.50.” 

Reed said Mr. Hoover overlooked 
the fact Mexico has levied a tax on 
all cattle exported ‘‘which is equal 
to the $1.25 of our money it costs 
to ship the cattle to Kansas City. 
Competition of Mexican cattle with 
domestic beef is absolutely. impos- 
sible.”

Plated Skeleton of Dinosaur 
Found in Montana Sandstone 


———— 


American Museum Curator Says it Gives Most 
‘Complete Picture of External Appear- 
ance of Prehistoric Reptile. 


\ By the Associated Press, 


BILLINGS, Mont., Oct. 28.—Dis- 
covery of a dinosaur which gives 
the scientific world its most com- 
plete picture of the external ap- 
pearance of the giant reptiles that 
roamed these regions millions” of } 
years ago, is announced by Dr. Bar- 
num. Brown, curator of the Ameri- 
can Museum of ‘Naturat History. 

The skin or dermal plates for 
the full length of the back wé€re 
found when the dinosavir was 
taken from its bed of solid sand- 
stone southeast of here. In the 
words of Brown, the find is “the 
best discovery of dinosaural skin 
ever made,” of distinctly greater 
importance than the uncovering of 
an entirely new type of dinosaur 
in the same region this summer. 

“This new specimen is unique in 
that.all dermal plates were found | 
in position so that for the first 
time complete information has 
been obtained of the internal and 


external skeleton of this type of 
creature,’ Dr. Brown said. : 

The specimen is about 20 feet 
long with an estimated height ot 
five feet and is described in ap- 
pe@ragce as resembling an exag- 
gerated horned toad of the present 
sday. The skin is marked by large 
plates, flanked by smaller ones in 
such a.way as to permit flexibility. 

“The conditions we found sur- 
rounding this skeleton were such 
as to give us a gqQod idea of the 
circumstances that led to its pres- 
‘ervation through the centuries,” 
Brown said. “Whe reptile appar- 
ently had been washed ashore and 
was lying on its back when caught 
in the shifting sands of the beach. 
We found under the skeleton peb- 
bles made by the action of the 
water, clam sheds, a frog leg, teeth 
of alligators, parts of turtles and 
broad-bladed rushes. The reptile 
had, been covered with sand fairly 
suddenly, in time at least to pre- 
vent the disassociation of the skin 
plates along the back.”

A military chorus of 8-year-olds, 
called late in the program, found 
some difficulty in holding their 
eyes open wide enough to keep 
from tripping over each other, but 
were otherwise successful in their 
rhythmic drill. Nine blonds, all 
about 6 years old, in black velvet 
shorts and white satin waists, toox 
the audience by storm and their 
teachers by surprise by executing 
a pony routine without a misstep. 

Back stage, where the youngsters 
had gathered about 6 p. m. for 
dress rehearsal, there was pande- 
monium. Guards were stationed 
at strategic points to see that act- 
ors quit chinning themselves on the 
prop supports. * 

Maternal Instinct Back Stage. - 

Frantic mothers sought their 
children, lost in the mass of cos- 
tumes, and failed to recognize them 
through the makeup when they 
were found. The overflow from 
the wings, during the earlier acts, 
calmly sat down on the stage to 
watch their companions perform, 
until they were pulled out of sight | 
by the harrassed stage manager.

OUR OVERCROWDED HIGH SCHOOLS. 
Something of a dilemma confronts the Board of. 
Education in the matter of the high schools. Where 
as the latest figures show a decrease in white gram- 
mar school attendance, more pupils are going into the 
high schools. Enrollment this year totals 16,531, an 
increase of 1578. Supt. Gerling attributes thé growth 
to “steadily increasing interest in high school edu 
cation and the lack of work for elementary school 
graduates.” The trend, observable elsewhere in the 
country, is one of the few healthy results of the de- 
pression, and it should be encouraged. | 
But the question arises, How can accommodations 
be provided for the growing body of high school 
students? The present high school plant is overtaxed 
and there are no grade schools that can be abandoned 
for the purpose. No program of high school con- 
struction or site-planning is on the Board of Educa- 
tion’s agenda. Instead, the board is cutting salaries 
and slashing expenditures in an effort to live within 
its income.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—It was made 
known in a high Government quar- 
ter today that for the present the 
is doing nothing at all 
about the British debt to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Every phase of the situation has 
received consideration, and the 
Cabinet has canvassed the whole 
range of possibilities, including a 
post-election approach to Washing- 
ton, and a request for negotiations 
prior to payment of the interest due 
Dec. 15. However, it was empha- 
sized that a statement’ by Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, a few days ago that 
the Government has not decided 
what its debt policy will be, still 
holds.

we must elect Herbert Hoover.” 

“The United Stetes is still Amer- 
ican and is going to stay so,” he 
told his distant audience. “That is 
the issue and we will fight it out 
on those lines. 

“We do not wish our country to 
be made a laboratory for whole- 
sale experiments in Government 
ownerships, tariff tinkering or cur- 
rency inflation. 

“T do not accuse the Democratic 
standard bearer of advocating all 
these theories. However, they are 
all held in a lesser or greater de- 
gree by component elements of the 
group that is backing him, and any 
gensible individual knows that 
when you marry you do not merely 
marry your wife but her family as 
well.

000,000,000 in railroad securities, 
Huggins said, “they have permitted 
unlicensed and unregulated compe- 
tition to endanger this investment 
by operation on the highways, wa- 
terways and in the air.” Twenty per 
cent of the country’s tonnage is 
now carried by truck, Huggins said. 

Seventy class 1 railroads operat- 
ed at a loss during the first eight 
months of this year, he added, and 
700,000 railway workers had lost 
their jobs in the lest five years.

long line of statistics concerning 
scores made after runs of more 
than 100 yards, the present legal 
length of the football field. 

While all such feats have re- 
suited in the great giorification 
of the runner, one wonders some- 
times whether the performer 
occasionally was not just a lucky 
dumbbell, rather than a quick- 
thinking hero. 

In order to cover more than 
100 yards the runner necessarily 
must start from behind his own 
goal line. And carrying the ball 
out from behind one’s line is, to 
say the least, a hazardous play 
at all times. Many a coach 
has been on the verge of apo- 
plexy because some daring 
youngster tried to run back the 
ball into the field of play, in- 
stead of taking a touchback and 
starting a new and safer attack 
from the 20-yard mark. ° 

Normally the chances are 
against the player running back 
a ball from behind ‘his own line, 
even for short distances. Yet, 
history is filled with instances 
of players who have started 
long runs behind their goals and 
made good by crossing the ene- 
my’‘s line.

Taw recent exploit of Bill 


CCORDING to.Parke Davis, 

the former Princeton star, 
who now is statistician ‘for the 
football guide; the Jongest run 
for a score ever made was per- 
formed by Wyllys Terry of Yale 
48 years ago. Terry, -playing 
against Wesleyan, fell back be- 
hind bis own goalb «line «for a 
punt. The Wesleyan forwards 
crowded him so ham that he was 
forced to abandon his punt and 
instead he started dodging his 
way through the would-be tack- 
lers out to the field of play. 

In those days the gridiron was 
110. yards long. And Terry ran 
from five yards behind his own 
line through the entire Wealeyan 
field to score a touchdown! 

No dumbbell play there—that 
was a darb. It took a level head 
and some twinkling feet te put 
over that run. 

In fact, several of the famous 
runs of history were due to the 
fact that the enemy forwards 
charging in on a would-be kick- 
er behind his own goal line, 
forced the booter to sprint in- 
stead of kick himself into fame. 

George McCaa of Lafayette in 
1909 made himself famous in 
this way with a run of 110 yards.

The 
gridiron had been cut 10 yards at 
that time. Away flew Boynton 
over the stripes until he had 
dodged, sidestepped and stiff- 
armed his way through the Ham- 
ilton team for tocuchdown.” 

Now, that was a great run, and 
it ‘took a great player to get 
away with it. But his historian 
leaves us out on the limb won- 
dering tf Boynton’s coach cheered 
that risky play as loudly as the 
padareregestes.

It says, “I do 
not want to pass. I cannot raise 
you in your suit, and may have a 
positive misfit in it. I have no suit 
_to bid myself. Make no further 
move except on your owh undivided 
responsibility.” Nevertheless, the 
real weakness implied in this re- 
sponse is the inability to bid any 
suit itself or to assist the suit al- 
ready bid. The minimum require- 
ments which divide it from a pass 
have already been explained. Its; 
maximum range, however, is in my 
system substantially higher than 
you would infer from *he “sign-off" 
«label attached to it. 

‘The upward limitation of the one 
no-trump response is this: While 
still unable to assist the opener’s 
suit or to bid another suit, it is not 
strong enough for a two no-trump 
response. You will now see that you 
can have a fairly strong responding 
hand with which,’ because of its 
even distribution, you can only 
make the sign-off bid of one no- 
trump. That is because you need a 
stronger hand to respond with two 
no trumps under my system than 
you do, strangely enough, under 
systems which allow for far weak- 
er opening bids than ours. 

At the same time, do not be 
afraid that by bidding enly one no 
trump instead of two yoo will miss 
games that others will reach. If 
opener decides to pass your one no 
trump, game is highly improbable. 
If bis digtribution will not suggest 
his naming a second suit, even if 
onlg as a safety measure, then 
thank the system that you are not 
in a game contract. Also you will 
often thank it that you are playing 
the hand at one no trump instead 
of two. Others would probably get 
this bidding—one heart, two no 
trumps, pase—which generally in- 
dicates a predicament. This se- 
quence of bids is almost unknown 
in the Sims system. 

The Two No-Trump Response. 

You-may discover that when I 
advise you to make this response 
your strength is such that you 
would feel more like jumping to 
three no trumps for fear the part- 
ner would not rebid over two no 
trumps. Hewever, I have by now 
made it clear that in my system the 
least cause for worry is that part- 
ner will not rebid when he should. 
We do net lose games through any 
gap in the bidding caused by con- 
vervatism in responses. To respond 
with two go trumps you should 
holé cards with which you must 
be extremely unlucky not to make 
game, judging them in conjunction 
with a reasonable visualization of 
your partner’s opening bid.

Pimples 

N the Journal of the American 

Medical Association a physician 

recently asked for some advice 
on the treatment of his 19-year-old 
Gaughter, who is suffering from 
pimples on her chin. 

The very succinct reply is 
produced below. 

Most dermatologists advise that 
the treatment begin with X-ray, to 
be administered once weekly for 
from eight to 12 weeks. 

If the results are not complete, 
the X-ray treatment is not repeat- 
ed, but ultra-violet light may be 
employed. Proper internal treat- 
ment and a careful dietetic regimen 
will control many cases of ache. 

In general, an excess of carbo- 
hydrates derived from eweets and 
starchy fooda, fate and fried arti- 
cles should be avoided. . 

An excess of milk is to be avoid- 
ed. Among the articles prohibited 
or at least limited are candies, 
chocolate, ice cream sodas, sundied, | 
malted milk, rich , mince pie, 
fresh bread, waffies, griddie cakes, 
maple syrup, fried sweet potatoes.
